Officers did 
what they 
had to: Chief 

O Inquiry ruled a ‘physiological change’ brought on by 
struggle with jail guards led to Howard Hyde’s death 
O Police chief says he thought report was ‘very well done’ 

The officers who Tasered Howard Hyde 30 
hours before his death did what they had 
to do, Halifax Regional Police Chief Frank 
Beazley said Thursday. 

“I don’t think the police officers in this 
case did anything wrong. They followed 
their training,” said Beazley, responding for 
the first time since Hyde’s death three 
years ago. 

In a dramatic video of the altercation 
with officers, the chilling screams of a 
schizophrenic Hyde ring high above the 
sound of the Tasers penetrating his shirt¬ 
less body. 

But Tasers are not what killed Hyde, a 
460-page report ruled Wednesday. 

The 11-month inquiiy, headed by Judge 
Anne Derrick, offers a number of recom¬ 
mendations to improve care for the men¬ 
tally ill in the justice system, including 
using Tasers as a last resort. 

Beazley said since the Nov. 21, 2007, in¬ 
cident, HRP has created a number of pro¬ 
grams to train officers in mental health, 
adding this report takes it one step further. 

“The training schedule will go over a pe¬ 
riod of a couple of years,” he said, adding 
he already has 58 officers and booking offi¬ 
cers at the trained level recommended by 
the inquiiy, enough to have at least one

working at all times. 

Beazley said he will assign one of his 
senior officers to study eveiy recommenda¬ 
tion and see how they can be implement¬ 
ed. 

Three years ago, Hyde’s common-law 
wife accused him of assaulting her, and 
told police he had not been taking his med¬ 
ications. 

At the police station, he became agitated 
and was Tasered several times. His heart 
stopped, but he was revived. The next day 
he died in a holding cell after a struggle 
with guards. • aly Thomson

The threat of massive cuts 
to Nova Scotia’s education 
budget continued to domi¬ 
nate debate in the 
legislature Thursday as op¬ 
position parties forced Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter onto 
the defensive. 

Dexter told the 
legislature that his govern¬ 
ment’s commitment was to 
provide a good-quality edu¬ 
cation for students but at 
the same time not burden 
future generations with an 
unmanageable debt. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil expressed concern 
that rural schools with 
smaller populations would 
be hit hard if the 
government followed 
through with a proposed 
22 per cent cut to 
education budgets over the 
next three years. 

The party’s education 
critic Kelly Regan says it ap¬ 
pears the government is 
tiying to balance its budget 
on the back of students. 

The province’s school 
boards association says 70 
schools would have to close 
to meet that size of reduc¬ 
tion, throwing 4,000 
people out of work and tak¬ 
ing 200 buses off the roads. 

Officials in the 
Education Department say 
there are no hard numbers 
in place for trimming budg¬ 
ets and that talks will con¬ 
tinue to tiy to find a 
solution.

The Dexter government 
will attempt to meet oppo¬ 
nents of Bill 100 halfway, 
accepting most of the busi¬ 
ness lobby’s changes to 
the controversial labour 
bill. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
indicated Thursday his 
government will intro¬ 
duce essentially three of 
four amendments to Bill 
100 suggested by a coali¬ 
tion of 19 business advoca¬ 
cy groups on Wednesday. 

The move is the first 
sign of compromise after 


opposition parties and 
business groups teamed 
up to pressure the govern¬ 
ment to change the bill. 
The opposition has stalled 
the bill’s progress since 
Monday. 

The suggested amend¬ 
ments basically limit the 
extension of successor 
rights to the privatization 
of government services, 
clarify the role of the 
labour management re¬ 
view committee with re¬ 
gards to union 
certification, and ensure 
public consultation on 
labour matters that ex¬ 
tend beyond unionized 
workplaces. 


Dexter said the amend¬ 
ments simply make explic¬ 
it what he maintains was 
the government’s inten¬ 
tion. 

“We’re certainly willing 
to put forward amend¬ 
ments which would fur¬ 
ther reflect what we have 
already said the bill 
means,” he said. 

Luc Erjavec, the Atlantic 
vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian Restaurant and Food- 
services Association, said 
he wouldn’t characterize 
this as a victoiy. 

“Is this piece of legisla¬ 
tion better than it was two 
weeks ago? Yes, it is. But

Next year’s capital 
budget revealed 


O Total of $560 million — down 
from $711 million in 2010-11 


Finance Minister Graham 
Steele revealed the tenta¬ 
tive capital budget for 
2011-12 on Thursday. 

The plan includes 
$465.7-million in capital 
funding for government 
departments, as well as 
$94.3-million in capital 
grants. 

It is the first time Nova 
Scotia has tabled a capital 
budget in advance of the 
spring budget. Steele said 
the practice allows con¬ 
tractors to have an idea as 
to what will be coming up 
for tender in the coming 
construction season — as¬ 
suming all else is equal. 

“It was sometimes prob¬ 
lematic and always ineffi¬ 
cient for uncertainty about 
the government’s capital 


intentions to extend to 
budget time and into the 
start of the building sea¬ 
son, which is short enough 
as it is,” he said. 

The plan includes $151- 
million less than the cur¬ 
rent year’s capital 
spending, partially due to 
the completion of federal 
stimulus spending. Despite 
the tightening of the feder¬ 
al tap, however, Steele still 
calls next year’s plan sig¬ 
nificant. 

“Obviously it won’t 
have the same stimulative 
effect that a program of al¬ 
most $ 8-million would 
have ... there just won’t be 
quite as many contracts on 
offer. But it’s still a signifi¬ 
cant capital program,” he 
said.

The publication ban that 
kept the outcome of a high- 
profile Ontario murder trial 
under wraps for months 
sounded alarm bells for le¬ 
gal observers across the 
country and resulted in the 


secret conviction of a trou¬ 
bled teenager, experts said 
Thursday. 

The ban was handed 
down in a Woodstock court¬ 
room April 30 when Terri- 
Lynne McClintic pleaded 


guilty to first-degree mur¬ 
der in Tori Stafford’s death 
and was sentenced to life in 
prison. The lawyer for Mc¬ 
Clintic’s co-accused, 

Michael Rafferty, sought to 
maintain the ban, arguing 


it was needed to preserve 
his client’s right to a fair tri¬ 
al. The resulting restric¬ 
tions forbid the press from 
reporting any details about 
the proceedings.

Florida’s Clemency 
Board, egged on by depart¬ 
ing Gov. Charlie Crist, par¬ 
doned The Doors’ 
long-dead singer Thursday 
on indecent exposure and 
profanity charges stem¬ 
ming from the show. 

Some people who were 
at the Miami concert 
March 1, 1969, insist even 
today that he exposed him¬ 
self, though others in the 
audience and Morrison’s 
bandmates contend he was 
just teasing the crowd and 
only pretended to do the 
deed. 

Crist, tuned in to the 
controversy by a Doors fan, 
said there was enough 
doubt about what hap¬ 
pened at the Dinner Key 
Auditorium to justify a par¬ 
don. 

The board, which con¬ 
sists of Crist and a three- 
member cabinet, voted 
unanimously to pardon 
Morrison as it granted sev-

eral other pardons Thurs¬ 
day. 

At the hearing, the gov¬ 
ernor called the convic¬ 
tions a “blot” on the record 
of an accomplished artist 
for “something he may or 
may not have done.” 

He said Morrison died 
before he was afforded the 
chance to present his ap¬ 
peal, so Crist was doing 
that for him. Board mem¬ 
bers pointed out several 
times that they couldn’t 
retiy the case but the par¬ 
don forgave Morrison and 
negated his sentence. 

“In this case the guilt or 
innocence is in God’s 
hands, not ours,” Crist said. 

Morrison had received a 
six-month jail sentence — 
never served — and a $500 
fine for the 1970 convic¬ 
tions. Morrison’s appeals 
were never resolved. He 
was found dead in a Paris 
bathtub in 1971 at age 27.

Women fared better during 
the recession, thanks to a 
pattern of employment in 
industries less susceptible 
to economic shifts and an 
increasing presence in high 
paying professions. 

When it comes to em¬ 
ployment numbers women 
were hit less hard then 
men during the economic 


downturn. 

They also continued to 
hold far more part-time 
jobs than men, but made 
significant gains in profes¬ 
sions where they would 
earn a higher paycheque. 

In 2009, the employ¬ 
ment rate for women was 
58.3 per cent, a one per 
cent dip from a historic 


high of 59.3 per cent in 
2008. By comparison, in 
2009 the employment rate 
for men was 65.2 per cent, 
a 2.9 per cent decline from 
the previous year. 

The jobless rate for 
women was still high, hit¬ 
ting 7 per cent in 2009, the 
highest since 2003. 

For men it reached 9.4

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Christian Bale has 
dropped dramatic weight 
for roles before — most 
notably in The Machinist 
and Rescue Dawn — so 
shedding pounds for The 
Fighter, in which he plays 
manic boxer Dickie Ek¬ 
lund, who wrestled for 
years with a crack addic¬ 
tion, wasn’t necessarily 
new territory. 

This time, though. 
Bale’s been watching his 
tongue. “Usually I always 
say, ‘Oh, I do a lot of coke 
whenever I lose weight,”’ 
Bale says. “I’m not sure if 
it’s so funny for this 
movie to say that.” 

In reality, he got thin 
by running — and run¬ 
ning and running. 

“I was just running like 
crazy. I could just run for 
hours on end and I felt re¬ 
ally healthy,” he says. 

Building up that stami¬ 
na was important to play¬ 
ing the fast-tallcing, live- 
wire Eklund. On screen. 
Bale is a perpetual motion 
machine, Dickie’s out-of-

control energy threaten¬ 
ing to derail the boxing 
career of younger brother 
Mickey Ward (Mark 
Wahlberg). 

Bale found a great re¬ 
source in co-star 
Wahlberg, who also pro¬ 
duced the film, especially 
since Bale needed to mas¬ 
ter Wahlberg’s native 
Boston accent. 

“Mark was a great deal 
of help,” Bale says. “He 
would never say any¬ 
thing, but he’d just get a 
certain look on his face 
when you said something, 
that you just knew that 
wasn’t it.” 

Of course, he also had 
Eklund himself to rely on, 
as the man he was playing 
was present for much of 
the production, though 
he insists he couldn’t 
completely mimic his re¬ 
al-life counterpart. 

“Dickie’s got his own 


thing going on, you 
know? He calls it ‘Dickie- 
nese,”’ Bale says. “If I’d 
done it exactly like Dick¬ 
ie, we would have needed 
subtitles, probably.” 

But having Eklund 
around while trying to 
recreate his story wasn’t 
always easy. Bale admits. 

“There were a couple of 
times I had to physically 
restrain Dickie from going 
and landing one right on 
(director) David (O. Rus¬ 
sell),” Bale says. “There 
were some script changes 
going on, and Dickie was¬ 
n’t initially totally under¬ 
standing that sometimes 
in putting a whole life in¬ 
to two hours, a little bit of 
license has to be taken 
and mixing things up. He 
wanted everything initial¬ 
ly to be absolutely how it 
was portrayed. And if it 
wasn’t, there was a couple 
of times he would say, 
‘I’m gonna go and I’m 
gonna hit him.’” 

But as for the finished 
product, Eklund’s reac¬ 
tion to the film says every¬ 
thing. “After we showed 
him the movie, he didn’t 
punch any of us,” Bale 
says with a laugh. 
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Timberlake gets geeky 


O Actor-musician loved getting 
back to his childhood favourite 
O Enjoyed working with Aykroyd 
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Justin Timberlake is quickly 
learning that to properly 
express how he feels about 
his turn as soft-spoken side- 
kick Boo Boo in the new Yo¬ 
gi Bear movie, he’ll have to 
let his nerd flag fly. 

“At the risk of mining 
my social life,” he begins 
cautiously, “I would enter¬ 
tain my parents by imitat¬ 
ing Scooby Doo and Boo 
Boo - all the cartoon voices. 
You know that about me 
now, which is weird.” 

After impressing critics 
earlier this year in The So¬ 
cial Network, Timberlake 
was happy to take on some¬ 
thing a little simpler. 

“I did a film about the 
birth of social networking, 
and it drove me crazy even 


being a part of that movie,” 
he says. “It’s way beyond 
my brain span.” 

The combination of live 
action and animation in Yo¬ 
gi Bear means Timberlalce’s 
job was all in the recording 
studio, and it hasn’t es¬ 
caped him that he and Dan 
Aykroyd, who voices Yogi, 
had the easier job in the 
film, compared to his flesh- 
and-blood co-stars. 

“Anna (Faris) and Tom 
(Cavanagh), they had way 
harder jobs than we did,” 
he says. “I’ve never worked 
in that way where you’re 
looking at tennis balls or 
leaves as reference points.” 

The key to nailing Yogi 
and Boo Boo’s chemistiy 
was to go against the tradi¬ 
tional process for animated 
films, in which the actors 
come in one by one to 
record their parts. Instead, 
Timberlake and Aykroyd 



worked together. 

“We had two or three 
sessions together because 
we really did see this as a 
Batman and Robin — if you 
will — sort of duo,” Timber- 
lake says. “It really made a 
difference with the rhythm 
of the banter between Yogi 
and Boo Boo. It was a very 
cool collaboration. We had 


a lot of fun doing it.” 

But while his job con¬ 
sisted of hanging out in a 
recording studio goofing 
off with Aykroyd, there 
was still actual work to be 
done. 

“Getting the voice of 
Boo Boo, I had someone on 
hand with the old ’60s and 
’70s cartoons and I would 


sit there and listen to it in 
between takes and before 
we would start our ses¬ 
sions,” he says. “It would 
take me 15 to 20 minutes 
to really get — this is all re¬ 
ally boring, geeky vocal 
stuff — but to get your 
palate to the right level 
of the character.

O nce upon a time Disney had a corner on the 
kid’s action adventure market. Sunday at 
six was reserved for the Walt Disney’s Won¬ 
derful World of Color and for a couple of 
hours once a week, movies like Race from 
Witch Mountain, Kidnapped and Treasure 
Island mixed plucky kids, mild action, exotic locations 
and lots of adventure. 

The genre hasn’t gone away. New movies like this 
weekend’s The Chronicles of Narnia: The Voyage of 
the Dawn Treader still give kids a thrill ride, but I still 
get a nostalgic kick out of older, simpler action adven¬ 
ture flicks. 

Though it wasn’t a Disney film, The Goonies 
breathes the same air as Walt’s kids classics. The 
adventure begins when a group of kids calling 
themselves The Goonies find One-Eyed Willy’s 
treasure map. Sprinkle in some crazy inventions, a 
baddie played by Throw Mama from the Train star 
Anne Ramsey, a title track by Cyndi Lauper and Spiel- 
berg-esque storytelling and you have one of the best 
loved kids romps from the 1980s. 

Speaking of Spielberg, without his ET we wouldn’t 
have had Flight of the Navigator. After ET’s successful 
mix of kids and aliens a whole slew of movies tried to 
cash in on that formula. The story of a 12-year-old boy 
who disappears, only to return eight years later with¬ 
out having aged a day had it all: intelligence, a glib 
navigational computer and a cameo by Sarah Jessica 
Parker as a NASA orderly with punk rock pink hair. 

Two other early ’80s fantasy adventure films feature 
wild creatures and magical lands, a perfect combo for 
a classic adventure. 

In The NeverEnding Story, a young hero must save 
his country, Fantasia, from something even worse 
than an evil king. He must stop a creeping wave of 
nothingness. It may be the most existential kids movie 
ever, but woven into the fabric of the story are cool 
characters like the Roclcbiter and Gmorlc the evil wolf. 



Perhaps the best, although most underrated fanta¬ 
sy film is 1982’s The Dark Crystal. Directed by Mup- 
pet master Jim Henson, the film sees a Gelfling 
setting off to find the missing piece of a magical crys¬ 
tal in order to restore to his world. A minor hit when 
it was released, this masterful kid’s movie is finally 
getting a much deserved sequel, The Power of the 
Dark Crystal, scheduled for release in 2011.

Get your game on 



O Farmed game birds will be on many menus for Christmas dinner this 
year as Canadians opt for something other than traditional turkey 


That partridge in a pear 
tree might well be on your 
plate for Christmas dinner 
this year. 

Although it is not con¬ 
sidered a huge surge in the 
game bird industry, many 
Canadians are opting for 
something new this holi¬ 
day season. 

“I see a growing de¬ 
mand for game birds espe¬ 
cially at this time of year,” 
says Elaine Atlin, owner of 
La Ferme Black River 
Game Farm in Pefferlaw, 
Ont., an importer and dis¬ 
tributor of game, poultry 
and gourmet products. 


Dave Meli, owner of the 
Healthy Butcher in Toron¬ 
to, says many of the cus¬ 
tomers for farmed game 
birds, including pheasant, 
quail, squab and guinea 
fowl, partridge and goose, 
are immigrants. 

“Asians are the largest 
demographic when it 
comes to game birds,” he 
says. “Others who want to 
try them often balk at the 
price of $16 a pound for 
partridge as opposed to 
Cornish hens, which retail 
for $8.” 

Nevertheless, there is 
an appetite for game birds 


to be sure, says Leila Bat¬ 
ten, owner of White House 
Meats at Toronto’s St. 
Lawrence Market. Her firm 
specializes in a large selec¬ 
tion of game birds. 

The reason they are 
pricey is the processing 
costs charged to farmers, 
she says. “If you are pro¬ 
cessing hundreds of thou¬ 
sands, the cost is lower. 
But when you are looking 
at under 100 birds you 
know your costs are going 
to be higher.” 

All three agree that one 
of the most popular game 
birds is Cornish hens. 


These miniature chick¬ 
ens weigh up to 1.2 kilo¬ 
grams. Because they have a 
relatively small amount of 
meat to bone, each hen is 
usually just enough for 
one serving. They are best 
broiled or roasted. 

Meli says you can get 
twice as much meat on a 
Cornish hen at half the 
price of pheasant or par¬ 
tridge. “ft all boils down to 
what you expect to pay.” 

Batten says she is seeing 
more interest in game 
birds for small dinner par¬ 
ties, especially couples en¬ 
tertaining in smaller-sized

Guide to game 


Roasted Pheasants 

Preparation:

Here are some tips when 
purchasing farmed game 
birds such as pheasant, 
squab, guinea fowl, quail, 
partridge, duck and 
goose, among others. 

!► Farmed game birds are 
similar in many ways to 
chicken, so learning the 
various techniques for 
handling and cooking 
chicken teaches you a 
great deal about how to 
work with other birds. 

► Game birds are versatile. 
You can cook them by 
broiling, roasting or using 
any of your other favourite 
methods or recipes. 

to cook.” 

One bird that is in 
vogue all year round is 
duck, says Atlin. 

“It is the most popular 
of all the game birds,” she 
says. “You will find duck in 
many grocery stores be¬ 
cause it is in demand.” 

The different breeds of 
ducks include Peking, the 
smallest, the Muscovy, 
which is fairly large, and 
the mallard duck, a cross 
between a Muscovy and a 
Peking. All are under 4.5 
kilograms. 

Duck can be prepared in 
a variety of ways including 
roasting, braising and 
broiling. 

Meli concurs on the 
popularity of duck. “I do 
fresh duck every week and 
I see that trend continuing, 
especially among my cus¬ 
tomers who want healthy 
meat. It is also locally 
farmed.”

Preheat oven to 220 C 
(425 F). 

In a bowl, mix togeth¬ 
er mustard, paprika, 
salt, garlic and 125 ml 
( 1/2 cup) of the butter 
to make a rub for 
pheasants. 

Remove excess fat 
from cavities and 
necks of pheasants, 
then rinse and pat dry. 
Run your finger 
between skin and 
flesh of breast and 
legs of each hen to 
loosen skin (the 
outside of the thighs 
are easier to access 
from neck end). 

Rub spice mix under 
skin and massage skin 
from outside to spread 
evenly over breast and 
legs. Season hens in¬ 
side and out with salt 
and pepper and put 
half of herb stems in 
cavity of each bird. 

Tie legs together with 
kitchen string and 
close cavity with 
toothpicks. Brush ad¬ 
ditional melted butter 
over birds, if desired. 

Put pheasants in pan, 
breast sides up. Roast 
pheasants, basting 
every 10 minutes with 
a brush, until a 
thermometer inserted 
in thickest part of a 
thigh (without touch¬ 
ing bone) registers 77 
C (170 F), about 35 
minutes. 


• 2 whole pheasants, each 
about 1 kg (2 lb) 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) Dijon hon¬ 
ey mustard 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) smoked 
paprika 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) salt 

• 2 garlic cloves, crushed 

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) butter, 
divided 

• 4 large sprigs each fresh 
thyme, fresh tarragon and 
fresh flat-leaf parsley, 
leaves and stems separat¬ 
ed, plus extra for garnish 

• 3 shallots, thinly sliced 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) low- 
sodium chicken stock 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) white 
wine 


7 Discard string and 
toothpicks from birds 
and transfer to a plat¬ 
ter.

Deglaze by 
boiling, scraping up 
brown bits, until 
reduced to about 125 
ml ( 1/2 cup). Add wine 
and continue boiling 
for 1 minute. Pour 
sauce through a sieve 
into a sauce boat and 
spoon over pheasants. 

9 Chop additional herbs 
and scatter over pheas¬ 
ants.

Koscheclc (17-4) contin¬ 
ues to insist he has got in¬ 
side St-Pierre’s head. 

“Yeah, I think I have. 
And I think that Georges 
has a lot of pressure coming 
into this fight,” he said.
